The r emains will be br ought to 
Sedalia, and

funer al wiil take place Sunday aft­ 
er noon, but the ar r angements wiil 
not be made until Mr s. Lyons and 
the childr en ar r ive with the body. 
Mr . Lyons’ health began failing 
sever al months ago, and the past 
fall and winter he visited differ ent 
r esor ts in the south, in the expec­ 
tation of being benefited, but his 
hopes wer e 
not r ealized in 
any 
mar ked degr ee. 
Retur ning to Sedalia, Mr . Lyons 
and his wife decided to visit their 
daughter at Canon C ity, and left 
for ther e a few days ago, but the 
climate did not agr ee with him, 
and two days ago the son, Char lie, 
was summoned to his father ’s bed­ 
side, as it was fear ed the end was 
near . 
Last evening Conductor Char les 
Campbell, a br other -in-law, r eceiv­ 
ed a telegr am fr om Canon C ity, in 
which it was^tated that Mr . Lyons 
was gr adually sinking, and all hope 
of r ecover y had been abandoned. 
This was followed by a second mes­ 
sage, announcing his death. 
W illiam Bowden Lyons was a 
native of Indiana, he having been 
bor n at 
N e w A lban y fifty-eight 
year s ago. 
He began r ailr oading 
when a boy, fir st as fir eman, and 
in due time was made an engi­ 
neer . 
He 
was 
mar r ied 
at 
Bedfor d, 
Ind., Januar y 15, 1S68, and thr ee 
childr en wer e bor n of the union. 
Lucile, 
the 
youngest, 
aged 
10, 
died thr ee year s ago. 
Char lie is 
contr acting agent for the M . , K . 
& T , at Kansas City, and Mr s. 
Cr aven is the wife of a bank cash­ 
ier at Canon City. 
W hen the war of the r ebellion 
br oke out Mr . Lyons enlisted in the 
59th Indiana volunteer s and fol­ 
lowed Gen. Sher man in his famous 
mar ch 
to 
the 
sea, 
r ising 
fr om 
pr ivate to colonel befor e he was 
muster ed out. 
A t one time he ser ved as mili­ 
tar y conductor of a tr ain that r an 
between Huntsville and Stevenson, 
A la ., and in that capacity he did 
no little in behalf of the feder al 
tr oops. 
The war over , Mr . Lyons, now 
Col. Lyons, r etur ned to Indiana 
and was given char ge of a gr avel 
tr ain on the Louisville, N e w A l ­ 
bany 
and 
Chicago 
r ailway, 
he 


ser ving the company as engineer 
and also per for ming the duties of 
conductor . 
After a shor t ser vice tlier e he 
pr oceeded 
to 
Cheyenne, 
W yo., 
wher e he became a contr actor , and 
assisted in 
the 
building 
of 
the 
Union Pacific r ailway. 
Retur ning to Bedfor d, Ind., Col. 
Lvons 
er ected 
the 
fir st 
school 
house ever built ther e, and it is 
still standing. 
In 1SS2 Col. Lyons came to Mis­ 
sour i and was given a pas-enger 
tr ain on the Lexington and South­ 
er n division of the Nlissour i Pacific, 
under Tr ainmaster John B. Inlan­ 
der s, and held the position a year . 
When Nlr . Flander s r esigned to 
accept the super intendency of the 
Mackinaw 
r oute, 
under Gener al 
Manager 
Fr ank 
B. Dr ake, 
Col. 
Lyons was appointed tr ainmaster 
for the west end, and per for med 
the duties of the office in a highly 
satisfactor y manner . 
Wlien the big str ike of NIar ch 6, 
1886, came on Col. Lyons gave 
abundant evidence 
that 
he was 
made of the r ight kind of mater ial. 
The 
str iker s had 
been 
r unning 
things with a high hand, keeping 
engineer s and fir emen fr om going 
out by thr eats, when Col. Lyons 
announced that he would take a 
tr ain out of the yar ds, and he did 
It, too. 
On the day in question thousands 
of citizens lined the tr acks out east,' 
and it was plainly appar ent that 
the sympathy of a lar ge major ity of 
those 
assembled 
was 
with 
the 
str iker s. 
Engineer 
Br adley 
had 
been selected to take the tr ain out, 
but 
his fir eman 
weakened 
and 
stepped fr om the cab, and was fol­ 
lowed by Br adley, who did not car e 
to go it alone. 
Supt. Lyons then came lo the 
r escue. He boar ded the engine and 
pulled open the thr ottle, taking the 
place of the 
engineer . 
He was 
gr eeted with hoots and jeer s, but he 
paid no attention to them, and the 
engine steamed out of the yar ds 
with a str ing of fr eight car s be­ 
hind it. 
Hundr eds of str iker s and their 
sympathizer s followed the tr ain sev­ 
er al hundr ed yar ds, expecting it to 
be stopped, but they finally fell 
behind and the tr ain passed beyond 
the city limits, only to be ditched 
at what is known as the “ 
Nine 
H ole.” 
For tunately, no one was 
ser iously injur ed. 
W hen the M ., K . & T . passed 
into the hands of Messr s. Eddy 
and Cr oss as r eceiver s, Col. Lyons 
was named as 
division 
super in­ 
tendent, and later was pr omoted to 
the super intendency of the r oad 
fr om Hannibal to Par sons, with its 
br anches, and held the position at 
the time of his death. 
Col. Lyons had been a Mason, 
an E lk and a member of the Or der 
of R ailw ay Conductor s, but had 
dr opped out of all thr ee, and at the 
time of his death he belonged to 
no secr et or der . 
He was a man as lar ge of hear t 
as he was of body, and in his de­ 
mise Sedalia loses one of her ver y 
best citizens, while the M ., K . & 
T . loses an official whose ser vices 
wer e always appr eciated and whose 
loss wiil be sever ely felt.

A little over a year age all that 
was to be seen by passenger s on 
the “ 
War saw Jiimted,” as the tr ain 
slowed down and Roy Hinkle sang 
out Mor a, was one small gener al 
"stor e, a blacksmith shop and two 
or thr ee cottages. 
Today the vil­ 
lage has a lar ge gener al stor e, a 
neat, new dr ug stor e, a lar ge lum­ 
ber yar d with lar ge sheds, a ma­ 
chine and blacksmith shop, a new 
car penter 
shop, 
sever al 
lar ge 
and handsome r esidences and nu­ 
mer ous neat cottages, all new and 
fr eshly painted, giving the place a 
wide-awake and inviting appear ­ 
ance. 
As a shipping point it is second 
to none on the line ot the r oad. 
Dur ing the past muddy season the 
hay mar ket of Sedalia was lar gely 
supplied with baled hay fr om this 
point, and in fact a hay famine 
was aver ted by the lar ge cr op of 
pr air ie hay last season in this sec­ 
tion and the facilities for shipping 
offer ed by the nar r ow gauge.

He is the postmaster 
and has the office in his stor e. Dick 
made no mistake when he located 
in Mor a. 
Two and one-half year s since 
Dr .

yesterday, w h en tw o boys, in pass­ 
in g one of the m an y tents in tlie 
eastern outskirts of to w n , noticed 
a most offensive 
smell

great sw arm s of flies in the tent. 
A p p r o a c h in g nearer, they saw a 
dead man ly in g upon the floor w ith 


a revolver in his right hand. 
O n 
a bed near by w as a w om an w ith 
her skull crushed in by some blunt 


instrument, 
and on 
another bed 
w ere the bodies of a boy about 12 
and a girl of about 10 years of age, 
their 
heads 
being 
crushed. 
A 
bloody claw -h am m er on the floor 
told the story of their death. 
A s they started to hurry out of 
the tent the boys almost stumbled 
over a 
more horrible object, the 
headless body of a little girl about 
4 
years 
of age. 
T h e head w as 
close to the body, almost under one 
of the c h ild ’s arms. 
T h e traged y w as reported to the 
police 
and 
an 
investigation fol­ 
low ed. 
Persons livin g in a tent 
100 yards from the scene of the 
traged y heard a w om an scream and 
a shot fired about 12 o ’clock T u e s ­ 
d ay night, 
but thought 
n othing 
further 
about it. 
J u d g in g from 
the appearance and condition of 
the bodies, 
the traged y occurred 
about that time. 
T h e fam ily consisted of Jam es 
E d w in M oss, M rs. Ida L . Moss, 
his 
w i f e ; 
C lo y d 
M oss, 
Beulah 
M oss and L au ra M oss, their ch il­ 
dren. 
M oss probably murdered his fa m ­ 
ily w h ile in a fit of despondency 
and then killed himself. 
M oss w as a barber by trade and 
form erly lived 
in Independence, 
M o ., and later at N e v a d a , M o ., 
from w h en ce he m oved to Joplin 
six w eeks ago. 
B e in g unable to 
find a vacant house, they lived in a 
tent. 
H e w o rk ed at the mines, but 
little is k n o w n of the fam ily. 
T h e general appearance of things 
in 
the tent 
indicated that Mrs. 
M oss w as a w om an of refinement 
and 
an 
excellent 
housekeeper. 
T w o of T h o m as 
P a in e ’s 
w orks, 
“ T h e A g e of R e a s o n ” and “ T h e 
R ig h ts of M a n , ” w ere found in 
the tent, w h ich leads to the belief 
that M oss w as an admirer of Paine.

T h e murdered w ife and children 
w ere in bed in their n igh t clothes 
w h en killed, and the pillow s and 
bed clothes w ere stiff w ith dried 
blood. 
M oss shot himself in the 
right temple w ith a 45 caliber pis­ 
tol, the bullet passing through the 
head and com ing out behind the 
left 
ear. 
T h e 
youngest 
ch ild ’ s 
head had been cut off w ith a razor. 
T h e job had probably been done 
q u ickly, but the first stroke had 
doubtless missed its m ark, for the 
child had been scalped as w ell as
